The visit of Mr. Cooper to Calcutta has - 
given additional interest and importance to 
one, or two qitestions which have begun: to 
presafor solution: Ris visit to the extensive 
Western provinces ‘of. Chita Proper’ bas: 
proved that Yunan cannot be expected to 
open a trade with Assam ; that Sz-ohuen, - 
having w noble river communication with 
Houkow, “and throngh ‘Hankow with the 
Eastern aea-board of Ghinay must be expedt.
